The pain of survival of an endangered 
specie can be almost as devastating 


as its demise. Nursing an almost ex­ 


tinct creature back to even a precarious 


level of existence requires painstaking 
perseverance, dealing in single entities 
rather than entire herds or flocks. 
In Britain, the battle for survival of 
the sea eagle or osprey has been such 
an endeavor. Today there are eight 
known nesting pairs in all of Britain, 
but that is considered progress con­ 
sidering that for a half century the 
bird 
w a s considered 
extinct 
in the 
British Isles. 


The pains being taken by the Royal 
Society for the Protection of Birds to 
protect one osprey couple in Scotland 


are outstanding. The location of the 
nest is the top of a 40-foot tree. Last 
year a nest on this sam e site was 
smashed by vandals. 
This year the society erected barbed 
wire around the site. The tree was 
covered 
with 
additional 
wire 
and 
painted 
with a 
slippery 
substance. 
Electronic gadgets warn of trespassers. 
A microphone at the base of the tree 
picks up any strange sounds. 
Finally, from a vantage point of 200 
cards 150 volunteers have mounted a 
24-hour 
watch 
post, 
monitoring 
a 
detailed account of the birds’ habits. 
Their dedication has paid off with 
the hatching of several new chicks. The

painstaking than the path to eclipse

the laws for men and women.” 
Although most of the women 
interviewed feel libbers have a 
point, several feel women in 
the feminist movement don't 
appreciate some of the laws de­ 
signed to protect them. 
Judge Gaunt wouldn’t com­ 
ment but Judge Brown says 
‘ I ve never been real crazy 
about women’s lib. I don't ob­ 
ject to equal salary, but I think 
the laws were made for the 
protection of women.” 
“ I'm married 31 years and 
don't want to be liberated,” 
joked Streets Comissioner Le- 
•wis. 
State 
Treasurer 
Donahey 
thinks women should “ work to­ 
gether to get better day care 
centers for children of working 
mothers.” 


The women don't take occa­ 
s i o n a I 
problems 
of 
dis­ 
crimination with men seriously. 
“ I ve only had one lawyer 
ever say he was flustered by a 
woman judge,” recalled Rhea 
Brown wryly. “ But by the time 
he 
was 
ready to 
leave the 
courtroom he told me, ‘You’re 
as good as any man—if not bet­ 
ter.” ’

Staffers 
say 
the 
month old 
Rape Crisis Center is receiving 
about 20 calls daily from cur 
rent and past rape victims and 
their fam ilies who seek medical 
and 
legal 
advice 
and, 
some­ 
times, just sympathy. 
The dozen or so women who 
organized 
the center 
include 
several former victims of rape. 
To the best of their knowledge, 
the center offers the fir,si such 
private service in the nation. 
Ail example of the center's 
operation: A woman who has 
been raped may be too em bar­ 
rassed to notify police or may 
not want to go through a long 
court procedure. 
When a phone call, she ll be 
given the name of a medical 
center in her arca and informa­ 
tion on venereal disease. But 
the staffers provide a list of 
lawyers and psychologists for 
victims who need them. 
“ We have staffers who will 
accompany 
a 
woman 
to the 
hospital.” 
said 
one 
staffer. 
“The staffer will explain hospi­ 
tal procedures to the woman so 
she isn t shocked or upset by 
them .” 
One piece of advice from Liz, 
who, like the other center staf­ 
fers, declines to give her nam e: 
A rape victim should not act 
calm and controlled when she 
enters a hospital 
because “ if 
you go in hysterical, people in 
the emergency room will pay 
more attention to you.” 
One 
staffer 
estimated 
that 
more than 50 per cent of the 
women who call the center do 


not report to police that, they 
were raped. 


Most are looking for someone 
to talk with about their attack, 
she said. 


For women who want to re­ 
port an attack to police, a staf­ 
fer will explain police proce­ 
dures and questions, offer psy­ 
chological support and accom ­ 
pany victims to station houses.

MOSCOW (AP) — Fidel Cas­ 
tro left Moscow today at the 
end of a 10-day visit that cli­
